As foretold in the GAZETTE the Republican 


Convention that took place on Monday was 
me of tho largest ever held.

The attendance was made up of Republicans 
who came to Doylestown for a purpose. 
?heiv participation was not merely perfuno- 
ory, but on the contrary expressive of indi- 
idual thought and action. One thing that 
lemonstrated this was the determination of 
he party to have a change effected in the 
method of conducting conventions, or rather 
nominations, in future. The first step tow- 
-rd a more desirable system has been tukeu, 
vnd it is safe to predict from the personnel 
of the committee appointed to draft a new 
iystem that one entirely satisfactory to the 
>arty will be devised. It naturally occa- 
sioned some surprise when B Frank Gilke- 


son, Esq , of Bristol, introduced the resolu- 
tion favoring this much-needed reform, but 
is Mr Gilkeson has stated publicly that he 
not only favors a change but will be unalter- 
ably opposed to aay change unless the 
Crawford county method is adopted, it must 
be conceded thiit he is sincere in the matter, 
vnd his action on Monday will be commend- 
ed by the whole party. The committee is 
composed of men who will insist that the 
very best system that can be devised shall be 
adopted 
Among them will be County 


Chairman Shelly, 13 F Gilkeson, Hugh B. 
Eastburn, Robert M. Yardley, Joseph R. 
Coinly and Amos B. Headley. This matter 
of blazing the way for the pioposed reform 
will in future be recognized as one of the 
most important matters transacted on Men- 
day. 


The ticket nominated gives general satis- 


faction, and judging from the convention 
talk on the streets there will be no cutting 
of tickets in November. The only unusual 
proceeding was the declaration made by 
Harry H. Smith, of Bristol, that he would 
be an independent candidate for Register, 
for which place lie was defeated at the con- 
vention, 
Mr Smith's friends at the county 


scat think he is making a great mistake in 
assuming this attitude, as the only possible 
result that can follow will be detrimental t« 
him rather than to the party 
However, 


this is a free country, and nobody will dis- 
pute Mr. Smith's right to embark upon an 
independent voyage over the political sea. 
The Rice nomination gives great satisfaction, 
and not a word of complaint was heard from 
the friends of other candidates, particularly 
the followers of Harry J, Shoemaker, who 
were reported to be on the warpath. 
Mr. 


Shoemaker is too loyal a Republican to 
'countenance a mistake of this kind, and it 
may be said that Mr. Rice will receive his 
heaity support ia the coming campaign. 


None of the fortunate candidates were 


more heartily congratulated than Captain 
Edwards, of Bristol, who has won a host ol 
friends in his canvass of the county 
The 


same may be said of John T. Fish. The 
votes of the party will also be given to the 
other candidates, and it is the general opin- 
ion that the whole ticket is one that merits 
the approval and support of every Republi- 
can in the county. 


It will be interesting to know what action 


the Prohibitionists will take in relation to 
the ticket. At their recent convention the 
places on the legislative ticket were left blank 
o await the action of the Republican Con- 
vention. It is now too late for the Prohibi-

HOUSING OF NEW TRUCK. 


Is it the First Ever Hooked? 


Old-time fishermen who have inhabited 


the banks of the Delaware for many years 
never remember of a herring being caught 
by bait and hook and line. If there ever 
was one landi d that way it has passed out of 
their recollection. All is changed now, 
fishermen will have a new story to add to 
their list in years to come. They will tell 
their children that away back iu 1898 a car- 
penter named Sam Fenton, at twenty minutes 
after five, on Monday afternoon, September 
20, the day of the big convention at Doyles- 
town, caught a full-sized herring from the 
end of the Bristol water works wharf. The 
story will not be doubted because one 
Anthony K. Joyce, the main man at the 
pumps of the water works, saw Fenton bait 
his hook with a piece of raw clam, saw him 
eat the balance of the clam for good luck, 
and watched him put the Hue in the water 
and in a few minutes pull out the aforesaid 
herring, hooked squarely in the mouth. At 
first neither believed that it could be a reg- 
ular Delaware herring, but others were call- 
ed to examine the fish and its identity was

SCRIPTION OP TttUOK.j 


The members of No. 2 Fire Company were 


very mntth worried last week over the non- 
arrival of the new truck from Oleason & 
Bailey, I he manufacturers at Seneca Falls, 
N. Y. Tracers were sent out and the truck 
was locatisd at Phillipsburg, N -J., on Sun- 
day morning, and it arrived in Bristol on 
Monday evening, after being eight days on 
the road. 


The truck, the latest design of the Sea- 


grove Patant Truss, is a handsome piece of 
apparatus. 
There is not a particle ot waste 


room about it; it is neat and trim, with a 
place fot all belongings and all in their place. 
The main body of the truck is painted ma- 
roon with gold trimmings, while the ladders 
are natural wood oiled. With everything 
on board the truck weighs about 2300 
pounds, is ball bearing and runs so easy that 
it can easily be hauled by two men, and on 
oveiy separate piece are painted the initials 
of the company 
The ladders range in 


length fiom two Patent Soagrove Truss 
extension ladders 60 and 36 feet long, three 
wall ladders, 10, 18 and 22 feet to a scaling 
ladder 12 feet long, all of which rest secure 
ou the truck ou rubber rollers. 
Ou each 


side of the truck are side stepi fcr the men, 
from which the brake can be applied inde- 
pendently ot the driver, who also has con- 
trol of a brake lover. On the steps are fast- 
ened two six-gallon Hollowoy chemical fire 
extinguishers, which cau be strapped to the 
fireman's back. 
On the other end of the 


step is strapped a laige locomotive headlight 
tor use in buildings in the dark, a roomy 
tool chest underneath, back of which is a 
row of axes and picks, and in Ike rear is a 
reel to carry 250 feet of IJ-inch canvass 
hose, suitable for a small fire; underneath 
the steps are two bay forks and swinging 
alongside are six rubber buckets. 


The top of the truck is ornamented with 


two nickel torches, six nickel hand lanterns, 
with bulls-eye lenses, a nickel locomotive 
bell woiked by a string from the driver's 
seat, back of which is a square rack for 
blankets, coats, etc. Some of the new things 
on the truck are a tin roof cutter, long pole, 
with pull-down hook and chain. 
Under- 


neath the seat is a rubber blanket closet. 
The truck is always ready to attach horses 
or to be pulled by men, as the tongue is 
made suitable for either. On either side of 
the seat is a bronze plate with the names of 
the purchasing committee, Frederick J. 
Byers, Henry H. H. Poole, Dennis A. Du- 
gan, June 16, 1898, which was the date of 
signing the contract. The cost of the truck 
was $1200. 


The ladders were tested Tuesday after- 


noon at the Methodist Church building. The 
60-feet ladder was run up to the opening in 
the tower of the building and fourteen men 
got on the rounds at one time. There was 
not the slightest weakness perceptible. Each 
ladder was thoroughly tested and proved 
satisfactory. 


In the evening at about half past seven the 


three incorporated companies formed in line 
and marched through the principal streets 
of the borough. 


The parade was headed by the Chief of 


Police and squad of officers, followed by the 
chief and assistant chief of the Fire Depart- 
ment and officers of No. 2 Company. 


The music was furnished by the boys' 


baud from the St. Frances Industrial School 
at Eddington, composed of 37 pieces. In 
the line were the men of No. 1 Company, 
with new hose wagon; No. 3 Company, 
pulling hose crab, and No. 2 Company with 
a large representation of the members with 
the hose carriage pui chased lost year and 
the new truck. The parade was illuminated 
with red fire the entire distance around 
town. 


A great many houses displayed flags and 


were illuminated for the occasion. 


A large number of strangers were present 


from the nearby towns and Burlington. 


The parade disbanded at America hose 


house, where a big platform had been erect- 
ed, on which were seated members of the 
Borough Council, the housing committee and 
a few others, besides the boys' band. 


There was an estimated crowd of 1800 


people at the building to hear the speeches,

Philadelphia, Sept. 26.—The United 


States senatorshio having become a 
leading issue In the present campaign, 
Senator Quay's re-election being in- 
volved, our readers will doubtless be 
Interested in a recital of some ol 
the noteworthy events in the unique 
career of Pennsylvania's senior sena- 
tor, beside whom, up to the presem 
time, no aspirant for the senatorshlp 
lias yet entered the contest. 


This IB a plain sketch of a man—a 


man of the people. For fulsome flat 
tery of the subject the reader mus 
look elsewhere, for virulent vltupera 
tlon he Is referred to the peregrinating 
llbeler so conspicuously abroad in th 
land just now. 


Matthew Stanley Quay, the son of i 


Presbyterian 
clergyman, 
was 
bon 


Sept. 30,1833. He has, therefore, reach 
<'d the ripe age of 65 years, 43 of which 
have been spent before the public Like 
an open book is his life. He has held 
various offices—he does not deny that. 
Not a few of them have been elective 
offices, where the people have had a 
chance to vote for or against him. He 
has never been defeated. Nearly every 
office held by him he has resigned, in 
almost every Instance to step up higher, 
by a vote of the people or as the choice 
of their representatives. 
If It is a 


sin to be chosen to public office by (he 
voters themselves, or those represent- 
ing them, then Is Senator Quay a griev- 
ous sinner. Those who denounce the 
holding of office as a crime must be 
saints, for In almost every case they 
are men who have been beaten for 
office whenever they have presented 
themselves, which usually has been 
pretty often. Many of the peripatetic 
orators now at large In the state, de- 
nouncing offlceholding as a sin, and 
Senator Quay as a sinner for having 
held office, belonged the class Indicated 
above. 


A BRAVE SOLDIER. 


Before becoming conspicuous In civil 


life Senator Quay attained distinction 
In "military circles. When less than 30 
yean) of axe he commanded the One 
Hundred and Thirty-fourth regiment 
of Pennsylvania volunteers. After the 
battle ot Antletam he become prostrat- 
ed and enfeebled by typhoid fever, the 
dread disease which, during our re- 
cent war with Spain, has carried to the 
grave so many gallant American he- 
roes. On account of physical disability 
he resigned, and his resignation was 
accepted. 
This was Immediately be- 


fore the battle of Frederlcksburg, Dec. 
13, 1862. When It became known that 
the battle was to take place he asked 
to be restored to command, In spite 
of the fact that he was yet weak from 
his severe illness. But It was too late, 
he was out of the service. Then he ap- 
plied to General Tyler, who commanded 
his brigade, for a place as volunteer aid 
on hi* start. The surgeon objected most 
yoolferously. 


•If Colonel Quay goes into battle," 


was the surgeon's decree, "he will die 
as a fool dies." 


"I would rather die like a fool than 


live like a coward," was the response 
of Colors 1 Quay. 


He went upon the staff. That battle 


was among the bloodiest of the whole 
.war. For hla valor the United States 
government awarded him a medal of 
honor, a tribute accorded to only a 
handful of the hundreds of thousands 
of gallant men who wore the blue. Gen- 
eral Tyler, the brigade commander, 
In his report of the battle, said: "Colo- 
nel M. fi. Quay, of the One Hundred 
and Thirty-fourth, was upon my start 
aa volunteer aide-de-camp, and to him 
I am greatly Indebted. Notwithstand- 
ing his enfeebled health, he was In the 
saddle early and late, ever prompt and 
efficient, and especially so during the 
engagement." 


Surely it waa not a sin to have held 


that office! 


DID THEY WEAR THE BLUB? 
By the way, how many of bis detrac- 


tors, now traversing the state, de- 
nouncing Senator Quay, were them- 
selves wearers of the blue? Surely not 
one. In these days, while we honor the 
heroes of Manila and Santiago, do not 
let us forget those other heroes who, In 
1861-65, by their intrepidity and sacri 
flees, re-established the great nation 
and made it possible to win the mag- 
nificent battles of 1898. 


Subsequently he held -the Important 


office of secretary ot the common- 
wealth, serving under those other two 
heroes of the civil war, Governors 
Hartranft and Hoyt. Finally, In 1885, 
he concluded to run for state treasurer, 
an elective office. He paaaed through 
an exciting campaign, in which vilifica- 
tion was the only weapon of his ene- 
mies, and was triumphantly 
elected. 


From this office he passed, in 1887, by 
resignation, to that still held by him— 
United States senator.

THE HISTORIC CAMPAIGN OF 1888 


And what a magnificent campaign it 


was, and how adroitly managed1 In 
spite of the fact that the whole United 
States government, with its hundreds 
of thousands of officeholders, was In 
the liands of the Democrats, and Tam- 
many Hall was then In the zenith ol 
its power, Harrison was elected, hav- 
ing carried New York, though bv a 
small majority. But the contest did 
not end with the close of the polls in 
New York 
The lammany machine, 


finding itself beaten, endeavored to re- 
peat the work of 1884—count out the 
Republican candidate, and throughout 
that memorable night and until even- 
ing of the following day desperate 
tactics were resorted to In the eftort 
to count Cleveland In 
But Chairman 


Quay was ready for them, having pre- 
pared for Just such an emergency. The 
great conspiracy of the Tammanyites 
was foiled, and General Harrison was 
duly declared elected president of the 
United States. There was no man in 
America more lauded then than Sena- 
tor Quay. By universal accord he was 
declared the most masterful leader 
kpown to American politics. His suc- 
cessor as chairman. General J S 
Clarkson, said of him: 


'He 'is the greatest political general 


that the first century of partisan poli- 
tics has developed The Republican 
party will never know, and it could 
never repay it If It did know, the ser- 
vices rendered to It in such a time of 
doubt and peril by Senator Quay " 


A MAGNIFICENT TRIBUTE. 


When he resigned the national chair- 


manship, a couple of years after the 
election, the committee paid him a 
glorious tribute, saying, among other 
things. 


"In submitting to It [his resignation], 


with so much of reluctance and per- 
sonal regret, we desire to express from 
our own knowledge of the facts of his 
pre-eminent service to the party, our 
sense of the deep obligation under 
which he has placed the Republican- 
party and the cause of good govern- 
ment and patriotism In the United 
States. He undertook the leadership 
of a doubtful contest at a time when 
the Republican party was disheartened 
and the Democratic party confident In 
the power of supreme control in the 
government of the nation, and when 
the odds of the contest were against 
our party, and by his matchless power, 


The fact IB, the "great orator" period 


in American legislation has passed 
away, never to return, it is to be hoped 
The talking men in the present senate 
are those who have the least influence 
No one ever listens tothem any more 
The writer of this homely sketch was 
an officer of the United States senate 
for several years, During this period 
he listened to one speech only— the 
brilliant philippic delivered by Presi- 
dent Pro Tera Ingatls when he left the 
president's chair to excoriate Senator 
Voorhees, of Indiana Upon every other 
occasion the writer of this sketch im- 
mediately left the senate chamber 
whenever a senator arose to make a 
set speech, and pretty much everyone 
else did the same thing, including the 
speaker's colleagues 


While the "orator" was talking to 


empty benches the silent, working sen- 
ator was busy in the committee room 
or cloak room, planning, scheming and 
arguing with his fellow members to 
secure legislation for the benefit of his 
constituents 
In this latter phase of 


legislation, the all important one at the 
close of the Nineteenth century, Sen- 
ator Quay was an adept. No one will 
ever know the full measure of hia ex- 
traordinary services in behalf of the In- 
dustries of Pennsylvania. Surely these 
things have not so soon passed aut of 
the minds of the people of Pennsylva- 
nia 
The roving band of verbose "ora- 


tors" now at large in the common- 
wealth, endeavoring to poison the minds 
of the people, would be pleased to have 
them forget these things. 


A MEMORABLE ACHIEVEMENT. 
His first memorable achievement was 


In securing the passage, in 1890, of the 
McKinley tariff bill It had been hung 
up in the senate all summer, the Dem- 
ocratic opposition preventing Its com- 
ing to a vote 
Only a politician like 


Senator Quay could have effected the 
arrangement whereby action was ex- 
pedited and an early vote taken, when, 
of course, the bill passed 
This meas- 


ure was of inestimable advantage to

John Wanamaker Is traversing the 
state, denouncing Senator Quay for the 
"use of money in politics." Is it a sin- 
ful act to "use" money In politics, and 
a saintly act to raise that selfsame 
money? What a beautiful distinction 
-this Is! Surely, "Consistency, thou art 
a Jewel!" 


For his share in the memorable cam- 


paign of 1888 Mr. Quay was maligned 
by «very Democratic newspaper in 
America, and in due time the jackals 
and coyotes of his own party, jealous of 
his position and Influence, took up the 
cry, and they are still at his heels. 


HOW BASK IS INGRATITUDE! 
For his share In the 1888 campaign Mr. 


Wanamaker was made postmaster gen- 
eral, as a personal concession to Sen- 
ator Quay and his colleagues of the 
national committee, who presented only 
this one request to the president-elect. 
And Mr. Wanamaker had no sooner 
taken hla seat at the cabinet table than 
be began to establish his own machine 
In Pennsylvania, antagonistic to the 
plans and purposes of him by whom he 
was called from the seclusion of mer- 
chandizing to public life.

ful. But this was not the only service 
Senator Quay rendered to the Indus- 
tries of his state and the country in 
connection with the McKinley tariff 
bill.
